The interest on this amounts to $418.00 per annum. The salary 
of the Financial Secretary, $1,800.00 per annum, isvalso a charge 
on the receipts.

"Whereas it is highly desirable to stimulate interest in 
the museum on the part of the staff and students of the Univer- 
sity the committee has been in communication with the President 
who has given his consent to the following recommendations: - 

lst. That a notice reading as below be placed in each of the 
University buildings: - 
ROYAL ONTARIO MUSEUM. 
Archaeology, Geology, Mineralogy, Palaeontology, Zoology. 

Students of the University in all departments are re- 
commended to avail themselves of the privileges of the Museum, 
which, although under separate control, is intimately con- 
nected with the work of the University.
